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PROTESTING THE BILLBOARDS.

The ladies of the civic committee
of the Auxiliary are framing a vigor-
ous protest to the city council against
the reduction of the license fee es-
tablished last year for the maintain-
ing of billboards throughout the city.
The new ordinance was enacted in
1915 for the specific purpose of keep-
ing obnoxious boards out of the com-
munity, but the intent of the present
move before the council is to reduce
the license fee and permit the use
of boards. The action of the coun-
¢ll last season in putting the unsight-
1y billboard out of existence was ap-
planded throughout the city, as com-
munities that take special pride In
civic cleanliness and beauty have
ceased to countenance it. The few
dollars of revenue that comes from
it In the way of license fee |5 a small
matter when weighed against the
advantages as presented by the civie
committee. It is understood that the
Pacific Coast Poster Advertising as-
sociation is making a strenuons cam-
paign for the enactment of the ordin-
ance reducing the fee. If the coun-
¢il is undecided as to the attitude of
the general public in this matter, it
might well allow the billboard or-
dinance and the bathhouse ordinance
as well to go to the people at the
next election throngh the instrument-
ality of referendum petitions. That
would show where publie, sentiment
is In the issue, and public sentiment
should determine such questions.

He
explained that under no conditions
would he go back to the city; and
aléo that even though broke he was
well enongh known to get a few
acres of land with Implements on a
shares basis of rent, and groceries
on credit. ‘Yes, sir, beels (s the
surest and safest farm crop here-
abouts for the man with brains and
go, but no money.' -

‘““The more I investigated the more
certain I became that this farmer
was correct. In the first place, one
gells his beet erop before he plants
the seeds. This may seem strange,
but it is nevertheless quite true,
Suppose & farmer has £0 many acres
of beet land, near a sugar beet fac-
tory, He muet go to the factory, get
his geed from them and sell to them.
He contracts to sell at so much per
ton. Bo a sugar beet farmer need
never give a thought to the price or
the market.”
